In 1930, when the Handbook to the Bihar and Orissa 
Provincial Records was under preparation, the Govern- 
ment of Bihar and Orissa decided as part of that work to 
compile, in a separate volume, a Handbook to the histo- 
rical records in the office of the Political Agent and 
Commissioner, Orissa States at Sambalpur. The work 
was entrusted to Mr. K. P. Mitra. The volume had been 
completed but not pubhshed on the 1st April 1933, the 
date on which the Orissa States came into direct relations 
with the Government of India and the office of the Political 
Agent and Commissioner became that of the Secretary to 
the Agent to the Governor General, Eastern States and 
Pohtical Agent. The volume is now published by the 
Government of Bihar and Orissa with the approval of the 
Agent to the Governor General, Eastern States.

In the Record Room of the Pohtical Agent 
and Commissioner, Orissa States, at Sambalpur, are 
contained historical records relatmg to the Tributary 
Mahals under the jurisdiction of the Superintendent, 
Tributary Mahals, Cuttack and Agent to the Governor- 
General at Sambalpur. The Government of Bihar and 
Orissa decided that the investigation of historical records 
relatmg to districts created after 1800 should be 
carried up to 1856 approximately. Following that 
decision, an indication has been given in this Handbook 
of the nature and general contents of the historical 
records found here ranging between 1803 and 1856. The 
records are kept arranged in bundles according to subject 
matter in different collections and files. By way of 
sample more detailed information has been supphed in 
respect of the States of Ma3mrbhanj and Dhenkanal. 

There are no Press-Lists, the subject bemg noted on 
the back of each-folded letter in the bundle.
